ROME, Feb. 6.—Pope Pius XI in- 
formed all nuncios, internuncios and 
spostolic delegates today that com- 
plete agreement had been reached 
with the ltalian Government. He 
eonvoked the entire diplomatic body 
accredited to the Holy See for to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock for 
the purpose of making an official an- 
nouncement. 

The treaty settling the Roman 
question will be signed on Sunday at 
the Lateran Palace. Cardinal Gas- 
parri, Papal Secretary of State, will 
represent the Pope. Premier Musso- | 
ini will sign on behalf of King Vic- | 
trEmmanuel. The treaty will form 
the first part of a concordat regu- 
isting all future relations between the 
Holy See and the Kingdom of Italy. |

MADISON, Wis., Feb. 6.—Politi- 
cians are eagerly awaiting the out- 
come of legisiative efforts to bring 
about an inquiry into the campaign 
conducted by Walter J. Kohler in his 
successful contest for the governor- 
ship. A resolution for an investiga- 
tion has been approved by an Assem- 
bly committee, but neither house has 
so far voted on it. 

La Follette-Blaine Progressives al- 
lege that Governor Kohler is dis- 
qualified for his post because a $105,- 
000 campaign fund was expended to 
him over Representative 
Joseph D. Beck, Progressive candi- 
date in the Republican primary, in 
violation of the State corrupt prac- 
tices act. 

Before the election Fred M. Wylie, 
a Progressive, asked the Supreme 
Court to bar Mr. Kohler from the 
ballot. This was refused. Mr. Kohler 


defeated his Democratic opponent by | 


150,000. 

The Progrssives, acting under a 
provision of the corrupt practice act 
filed a petition in the Superior Court 
alleging that John Doe had violated 
teh law to obtaining his nomination 
That was the legal way of opening 
an inquiry into Mr. Kohler’s expen- 
ditures. His supporters countered 
with another petition, alleging that 
John Doe had violated the law to ob 
tain his nomination for United 
States Senator. This was aimed at 
Robert M. La Follette.

Vistim. Dying, Tells Wife ana 


Daughter of Hold-Lp ~-Had De- 
clared He Would Protect Money. 


Defending less than $20 from three 
youthful robbers, David Horowitz 
was killed yesterday morning in his 
cigar and confectionery store at 438 
Court Street, Brooklyn. His mur- 
derers escaped when a chauffeur who 
had been halted by a witness refused 
to follow them 

Horowitz, who was 48 years old, 
lived with his wife and two daugh- 
ters, Dorothy, 20, and Anna, 18, above 
his little shop. Yesterday morning at 
10:45 o’clock he called to Dorothy to 
relieve him in the store while he at- 
tended to some other business. She 
replied that she would be down in a 
few minutes. 

Before she arrived, however, three 


apparently ranging from 


young men, 
17 to 23 years in age, entered the 
shop. One of them asked for a pack- 
age of chewing gum. Horowitz turned 
to get it and when he faced the 
youths again one of them was point- 
ing a pistol at him. But the store- 
keeper had often told his friends that 
he worked too hard for his money to 
surrender it to hold-up men without 
a fight, and in the crisis he was true 
to his word. 

He rushed from behigd the counter 
and struck at the men with a bottle 
of near-beer he had grabbed as a 
club. In the scuffle a small gas range 
and a box of bottles were overturned 
before one of the robbers jammed his 
pistol against the right side of the 
shopkeeper’s back and pressed the 
trigger. 

Without stopping to empty the cash 
register, the robbers fled, pursued as 
far as the doorway by the stagger- 
ing Horowitz. Calling thief!’’ 
he pointed to the trio, then col 
lapsed. 

George Stanley of 78 Second Street 
heard his cry and jumped on the run- 
ning board of a passing automobile. 
The driver momentarily obeyed his 
command to follow the trio; then, 
realizing that they were hold-up men, 
refused to continue. Before Stanley 
could follow on foot the robbers had 
disappeared down Third Place

today a proposal for a new Polish 
Constitution, which had been ex- 
pected a long time. One hundred 
and eleven Deputies signed the pro-| 
posal, according to which the power | 
of the President of the republic 
would be strengthened enormously, 
Poland remaining a parliamentary | 
republic, which means a government | 
responsible before Parliament. : 
The most important characteristic | 
of this proposal is that the President 
would have the right of veto and to 
initiate legislation, whereas now | 
only the government and the Sjem 
tan do so. The President would have | 
the right to dissolve the Sjem and | 
the Senate, and to conclude and rat- 
uy international conventions. 

Should the President be unable to 

execute his functions he would be} 

represented by the head of the gov-| 
ernment, while now he is represented 
by the Speaker of the Sjem. Active | 
members of the army are to have| 
active, instead of passive, voting | 
rights. The legal voting age would | 
be 24, while now it is 21. Represen- | 
tatives in the Diet must be at least 
30 years old, instead of 25 as now.

BUCHAREST, Feb. 6.—A_ great 
sensation has been caused in Bucha- 
rest by the arrest of a Russian chauf- 
feur of the royal family, who is al- 
leged to have succeeded in obtaining 
from the Banke Generale 6,000,000 
lei (abquit $36,000) drawn by a forged 
check from the account of the Ru- 
manian royal house. 

The chauffeur, who, in the course 
of his duties, became acquainted 
with the signature of Prince Barbu 
Stirby, a trusted friend of the royal 
house, a brother-in-law of former 
Premier Bratinau and, until the lat- 
ter’s fall, administrator of the royal 
revenues, is said to have forged the 
Prince's signature to checks. As the 
bank paid the sum without demur 
after the Prince had ceased to be 
administrator of the royal purse, it is 
liable for the whole loss.

Geath early today of the Queen 
Mother, Maria Christina, has plunged 
Spain into sincere mourning, for her 
service as Regent and her devotion 
to charitable, social and welfare ac- 
tivities throughout her life strongly 
endeared her to the people. 

Until within an hour of her death 
she remained alert and keenly in- 
terested in national and court af- 
fairs. On Tuesday night, 
royal family, she attended a court 
motion picture exhibition, retiring 
to her apartment in the palace about 
midnight. 

At that time she complained of 
slight pains in the head, but dis- 
missed her servants, and it was not 
until 4 in the morning that physi- 
cians were summoned to her bedside 
when her suffering was renewed. 

When the royal family gathered 
in the Queen Mother’s bed chamber, 
she had several fainting speils, then 
relapsed into complete unconscious- 
mess and died just before 5 o'clock. 
The cause of death is ‘Said to have 
been a bloodclot in the brain. 

King Alfonso, whose intense affec- 
tion and admiration for his mother 
are well known, was greatly affected, 
and when the news became Known 
today Madrid and all the rest of 
Spain for the moment forgot the ex- 
citement of the recently suppressed 
revolt and united again in mourning 
for the lost sovereign.

claims after the horse has been 
taken out of a race. 

Anybody can claim a horse in 
Maryland. Under the old rule all 
any one had to do was to place 
money or a check, provided he had 
an account with the association for 
the size of the check or was a re- 
sponsible man, in a small tin box 
in the stewards’ stand. Naturally 
the claimer’s name was on the out- 
side of the envelope. 

If five claims were made for the 
same horse, four turfmen were re- 
turned their envelopes. If the claims 
were made by men unknown to the 
racing secretary sharp practice might 
arise. A man other than one of the 
original claimers ight ask for so 
and-so’s envelope.

OLONEL JACOB RUPPERT, here in this city, says 

that Babe Ruth will be tendered a one-year con- 
tract when the current salary agreement between 
home run hitter and the Yankee club runs out. 
Babe Ruth, pausing to mop his brow between niblick 
strokes in a trap on the Jungle golf course at St. 
Petersburg, says that the one-year contract will suit 
him down to the ground provided that the figures in 
it are what he thinks they should be. 

That might be taken as a starting point for a dis- 
Sertation on baseball salaries. The Babe, of course, 
is in a class by himself in that respect. When his 
current contract expires, he will have drawn $470,000 
in salary from the Yankee club in eight years, which 
1S probably a larger figure than Ty Cobb’s total for 
@ quarter century of brilliant work on the diamond. 

The Babe also has reaped a rich harvest in by-prod- 
ucts of his baseball fame. He has had several lucra- 
tive movie contracts, has garnered plenty of money 
on baseball exhibition tours, has been on the vaude- 
ville stage, has been richly rewarded for lending his 
hame to all sorts of advertisements of commercial 
articles and gets a bigger return from the literature 
that appears under his name than almost any other 
baseball star you might name gets as a full salary. 

On all-around playing ability, you can rate the 
heroes of diamond history to suit yourself. But the 
pay-off list is a matter of statistics. In this respect 
Babe is first, second, third, fourth and fifth. 

Ty Cobb is generally considered to be a millionaire, 
but he didn’t get that way by adding one salary check 
to another. He went to market and picked the right 
stocks at the right time. 

High Priced Stars. 

As-an ordinary thing, baseball salaries are more or 
less a matter of conjecture except to the Collectors of 
Internal Revenue, who have the privilege of inspecting 
and sometimes correcting income tax returns. How- 
ever, estimates can be made here and there without 
going wide of the mark. 

With Cobb announcing his retirement, Rogers Horns- 
by stands second to Ruth on the salary list. He drew 
a salary of $40,000 for his year with the Giants and 
when he went to Boston he received a bit 
the indignity of being with a second division team and 
for taking over the management of the said team. It 
costs money to move these days, any every time he 
moves the Rajah makes some one the cost of 
transportation. One way and another, it is probable 
that Hornsby will receive approximately $50,000 from 
the Cubs this year. 

Below Hornsby the drop is rapid. Dazzy Vance 
wants $25,000 from the Robins for throwing his fast 
ball down the alley, but will probably settle for less. 
It is generally believed that Lou Gehrig’s agreement 
with the Yankees is in the neighborhood of $25,000 per 
annum. In the $15,000 to $25,000 class one might in- 
clude Herb Pennock, Waite Hoyt, Frank Frisch, Bur- 
leigh Grimes and a few others. 

But the average salary of the diamond stars, the out-

standing pitchers and hitters, runs between $10,000 
and $15,000. 
It All Depends. 
The salary isn't an accurate index of ability. Ordi- 
nary players on prosperous clubs frequently receive

higher salaries than great players on indigent clubs. 
Lanky Cy Williams went along year after year pound- 
ing out long hits for the Phillies, yet the club treas- 
ury was never in a sufficiently healthy state to give 
Cy anything like the money he would have received 
if his hitting had been done in a New York or Chicago 
uniform. 

Cy is a notable example, but the same thing holds 
true all along the line and is an indication of just how 
hard it is to build up a losing club. The winning 
clubs are usually the prosperous clubs. They draw 
the fans through the turnstiles and thus have more 
money to buy new players and to pay higher salaries. 


Another odd thing about baseball salaries is that | 


they are generally based on past performances. With 
hitters and fielders this is usually fairly satisfactory 
to the club and the player, for on this basis most of 
the players run approximately true to form. But with 
pitchers it is different. They have their good and 
their bad seasons. If a $7,500 pitcher has a $15,000- 
year on the mound, about midseason he begins to 
nurse a suspicion that he is being robbed by the owner. 
If a $15,000 pitcher shows nothing except uncanny 
control in hitting enemy bats, the club owner gets a 
sickly feeling in the cash register. 

If a ball player ever returned any part of the salary 
he didn’t really earn, the report never reached this 
department, but once in a great while a magnate 
hands out a bonus to a player who exceeded expecta- 
tions. Colonel Ruppert, for instance, did that with 
Wilcy Moore in 1927. 


The General Run. 


The ball player tries to get as much as he can from 
the owner and the owner tries to hire the ball player 
for as little as possible. It’s a purely business propo- 
sition, with the owner holding the stronger position 
and the player always supported by the fans and 
sometimes getting a cash return on that support. 

It has been estimated that the ordinary salaries for 


fair-to-middling regulars in the big league run from | 


$5,500 to $7,500 a year. Youngsters who come up with- 
out a great reputation get less and veterans of known 
ability get more, but the average probably could be 
found somewhere between those figures. 

It’s not a royal road to wealth. Those who are most 
frequently deceived on this point are the college stars 
who leap directly from the campus to the major 
league training camp. These lads have been handed 
as much as $7,000 as a bonus for signing a first-year 
contract at a better salary than veteran regulars get, 
but the revision downward for the following season is 
usually startling to the shocked young man. 


Check back on the college stars who took the leap 
in the last five or six years and see how many of them 
are commanding the fancy salaries they got for their 
first seasons in professional company. Most of them 
are in minor leagues at minor salaries or out of base- 
ball entirely. 

The wise players, of course, are those who save 
what they can from their baseball earnings and build 
up outside careers into which they can step with some 
degree of confidence and comfort when the time comes 
to hang up the uniform and bid farewell to the 
diamond.

STERLING RISE ENDS 


BiG GOLD MOVEMENT 


Sudden Advance to $4.85 3-16, | 
Gain of 5-16 Cent, Stops Fur- 


ther Shipments of Metal. 


BRITISH CREDIT RUMORED 


But Reports Are Not Confirmed— 
Increase in British Bank's Dis- 


count Rate Now Held Unlikely. 





An abrupt end to the present move- 
ment of gold from London to New 


| York, which broke records for one | 
| day with the engagement of $15,700,- 


000 on Tuesday, was brought about 
yesterday by a rally in sterling ex- 
change to a level at which such 
transactions are no longer profitable. 
The change in the situation came 
about with a suddenness that took 
Wall Street by surprise. The sterling 
rate for cable transfers, which had 
been quoted on Tuesday at $4.847%, 
was run up to $4.853-16, a gain for 
the day of 5-16 of a cent and the 
widest movement that has taken 
place in the rate in weeks. 

The heavy buying of sterling, which 
was acquired in blocks of as much 
as $1,000,000 at a time, led to re- 
ports in the financial district that 
the Bank of England had obtained 
a credit, amounting to possibly $100,- 
000,000 from the Federal Reserve 
Bank for the protection of British 
exchange and to check the drain on 
the gold reserves of the Bank of 
England. If such a credit has been 
arranged it has been surrounded 
with the utmost secrecy so far as 
official information is concerned 
Reports that a credit would be _ ob- 
tained have been heard in Wall 
Street for several days, but leading 
bankers said yesterday that they 
knew nothing of such an arrange- 
ment. The reports of a credit have 
been based on the presence in New 
York of Montagu Norman, Governor 
of the Bank of England, who has 
been making his headquarters at the 
Federal Reserve Bank. Mr. Norman 
went to Washington Tuesday night 
and yesterday was reported to have 
conferred there with Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon and with offi-

Dole Race Pilot Soaring Over 


Roosevelt Field in Rain to 
Better 351/,-Hour Mark. 


COLD AND HUNGRY, HE SAYS 


Ice on Wings Forced Him Lower 
Once, Flier’s Note Reveals—His 
Attempt Second in Week. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ROOSEVELT FIELD, Thursday, 
Feb. 7.—Martin Jensen, second plac* 
pilot of the Dole Race to Hawail, 
passed the fifteen-hour mark of his 
attempt to shatter the solo endur- 
ance record here this morning short- 
ly after midnight. The present rec- 
ord of 35 hours 25 minutes 8 seo- 
onds was made last year by the late 
Royal V. Thomas, who was kiled six 
days later in New Jersey. 

Jensen took off yesterday morning 
at 9:04:05 o’clock in the Bellanca 
monoplane Green Flash, carrying 
375 gallons of fuel. During the night 
he flew over the field here at eighty- 
five miles an hour and at low altitude 
due to poor visibility. 

Yesterday morning Jensen declared 
that in spite of unfavorable weather 
reports he would make the attempt. 
While officials of the Tide Water Oil 
Company, sponsors of the flight; the 
New York Automobile Club and the 
National Aeronautical 
watched the pilot rose into the air 
afte: a run of 1,600 feet. Shortly 
after noon he dropped a note inform- 
ing the watchers that he was getting 
chilly from an open window in the 
cockpit. Later after several hours of 
flying in the rain he dropped another 
note. 


“After eight hours in the air I am| 
cold and hungry,” it read. ‘‘This| 


weather is terrible. The way it looks 


it’s gding to be a tough night. I'm} 
neither cramped nor tired. Every-| 


thing is working 100 per cent. 
Haven’t touched those hard rolls. 
It’s wet up here. Ice began collect- 
ing on wing and struts about 1 P. M. 
When it started to rain it melted. 
Had so much ice started losing alti- 
tude. I’m all wet from this leaky 
windshield.”’
